National bank, which was to take the 
balance of the issue not subscribed 
for-by private parties raised the point 
that the ordinance did not state that 
there was a specific tax levy to take 
care of these bonds when they became 
due. - The order to rectify the matter 
the ciiy attorney prepared an amend- 
ment to the ordinance which was giv- 
en Its first-and second reading and 
kid over to the next meeting of the 
council, October 14. 
A new ordi- 


nance covering the . objections was 
also presented and action deferred 
until October 14fn. 


The objections'raised by the attor- 


ney for the bank blocked their sale 
until after the council meeting on 
October H. 


The point was also raised by the 


attorney for the bank that htis council 
did not have the right to pass any 
ordinance binding a future council. In 
order to get around this objection 
the words "hereby Is" were Inserted 
In order to flx/ the levy, until 
the 


bonds are all paid, and not leave 
it to each future council to flx It an- 
nually.
